There is nothing more frustrating than being pulled back 
unfairly, and | for one think that FIFA should have 
implemented the automatic yellow card for this offence 
rather than chose not to. 

The NSL in particular seems to suffer greatly from shirt 
pullers, and sadly it almost accepted by some as now being 
‘part and parcel of the game.’ 

Hopefully, despite FIFA’s decision not to clamp down on 
it, referees in Australia will at least try to control it.
